F or  some  time  I have  intended  writing 
you  in  re  the  “Early  Crisp  Cucumber” 
seeds  you  so  kindly  sent  me  last  spring. 
They  were  wonderful  growers  and 
producers.  I have  five  plants,  and  off  the 
five  I had  over  100  good  fair  sized 
cucumbers. 

They  were  fat  and  chubby,  about 
5H  to  8 inches  long  and  ] ^ to  2 inches 
diameter.  They  were  of  good  size,  and 
from  1 0 to  12  days  after  blossom  drop- 
ped off  were  just  right  for  table  use, 
delicious  flavor  and  very  solid  meat  and 
small  seeds.  I had  a couple  of  good 
sized  baskets  of  gherkins  off  the  vines 
besides  the  ones  we  ate  and  gave  away. 

Accept  my  sincere  thanks  for  the 
original  seeds.  •
